The RadioShack Speakerphone for Any Phone changes your exist- 
ing wired phone or ceiiuiar/wireiess phone into a speakerphone, giv- 
ing you hands-free phone operation. This aiso iets other peopie in 
the room iisten and taik to the person on the other end of the iine. 

The speakerphone is easy to instaii and use. The speakerphone’s 
mute button disabies the internai microphone, aiiowing you to taik 
privateiy with others in the room without the other party hearing you. 

This speakerphone has been tested and found to compiy with aii ap- 
piicabie ETL standards.

READ THIS BEFORE INSTALLATION 

We have designed your speakerphone to conform to federal regula- 
tions, and you can connect it to most telephone lines. However, 
each device you connect to the phone line draws power from the 
line. We refer to this power draw as the device’s ringer-equivalence 
number, or REN. The REN is shown on the bottom of your speaker- 
phone. 

If you are using more than one phone or other device on the line, 
add up all the RENs. If the total is more than five, your phones might 
not ring. In rural areas, a total REN of three might impair ringer oper- 
ation. 

FCC STATEMENT 

Your speakerphone complies with Part 68 of the FCC Rules. You 
must, upon request, provide the FCC registration number and the 
REN to your telephone company. Both numbers are on the bottom 
of the speakerphone. 

Note: You must not connect the speakerphone to: 

• Coin-operated systems 

• Party-line systems 

• Most electronic key phone systems

INSTALLATION 

Connecting the Speakerphone 



CELLULAR PHONE LINE Jack

Notes: 

• The phone company will charge you for the installation of the 
necessary jack(s). The phone company will ask you for the 
USOC number of the jack to be installed. This number is 
RJ11C. 

• You can connect the speakerphone to a two-line jack (RJ14). 
However, if you do, the speakerphone only works on Line 1 . 

To connect the speakerphone to your wired phone: 

1 . Disconnect the phone’s modular plug from the phone line jack. 

2. Connect the plug to the PHONE jack on the speakerphone. 

3. Connect the supplied telephone cord to the LINE jack and your 
phone line jack. 

To connect the speakerphone to your cellular or wireless phone: 

1 . Connect one end of the supplied 4 ft. cable to FROM CELLULAR. 

2. Connect the other end of the cable to the Va-inch (2.5-mm) 
headset jack on your cellular or wireless phone. 

USING AC POWER 

Use the supplied 9V, AC adapter to power your speakerphone. 

Cautions: 

A You must use a Class 2 power source that supplies 
regulated 9V DC and delivers at least 100 mA. Its 
center tip must be set to negative and its plug must fit 
the speakerphone’s DC 9V jack. The supplied adapter meets 
these specifications. Using an adapter that does not meet these 
specifications could damage the speakerphone or the adapter. 

• Always connect the AC adapter to the speakerphone before you 
connect it to AC power. When you finish, disconnect the adapter 
from AC power before you disconnect it from the speakerphone. 

Plug the adapter’s barrel plug into the DC 9V jack on the back of the 
speakerphone, then connect the other end of the adapter to a stan- 
dard AC outlet.

Note: When the speakerphone is in use, oniy one side of a conver- 
sation transmits at a time. The first person to speak has priority. 

Placing a Call 

1 . Lift the phone’s handset and diai the teiephone number. (Or, 
directiy diai the teiephone number, if using a ceiiuiar or wireiess 
phone). 

2. After the person answers, press PHONE AMPLIFIER (or CELLU- 
LAR AMPLIFIER, if using a ceiiuiar or wireiess phone) untii it 
iocks. Then hang up the handset (if using a wired phone). 

3. Speak toward the speakerphone. Adjust VOLUME, as neces- 
sary, when the person responds. 

4. To end the caii, press PHONE AMPLIFIER to release the button. 
Or, press CELLULAR AMPLIFIER and turn the phone off (if using 
a ceiiuiar or wireiess phone). 

Answering a Call 

When the phone rings, press PHONE AMPLIFIER (or if using a ceiiu- 
iar/wireiess phone, pick up the phone, then press CELLULAR AMPLI- 
FIER ) untii it iocks. Then, speak to the caiier and slide VOLUME left 
or right to the desired level. 

To end a call, press PHONE AMPLIFIER to release the button. Or, 
press CELLULAR AMPLIFIER and turn the phone off (if using a cellu- 
lar or wireless phone). 

USING MUTE 

To talk to someone in the room without the person on the other end 
of the phone line hearing your conversation, press MUTE. To resume 
your phone conversation, press MUTE again. 


Keep the speakerphone dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 
Use and store the speakerphone only in normal temperature envi- 
ronments. Handle the speakerphone carefully; do not drop it. Keep 
the speakerphone away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the speakerphone’s internal compo- 
nents can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty and 
void your FCC authorization to operate it. If your speakerphone is 
not performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance. If the trouble is affecting the telephone lines, the phone 
company can ask you to disconnect your speakerphone until you 
have resolved the problem. 

LIGHTNING 

Your speakerphone has built-in protection circuits to reduce the risk 
of damage from surges in telephone and power line current. These 
protection circuits meet or exceed the FCC requirements. However, 
lightning striking the telephone or power lines can damage your 
speakerphone. 

Lightning damage is not common. Nevertheless, if you live in an 
area that has severe electrical storms, we suggest you unplug the 
speakerphone when storms approach to reduce the possibility of 
damage.
